SILVER AFFECTS MEXICO’S TREASURY. 


Important Statements Made in the Message 
of President Diaz 

Mexico Crry,'Mexico, April 1.—[Special.]) 
—The Sixteenth Congress of Mexico assem- 
bled in semi-annual session this evening. In 
his message President Diaz expressed a hope 
ofan early and satisfactory settlement of 
boundary disputes. Satisfaction was ex- 
pressed with the work of the Mexican Com- 


missioners sent to the International Medical, 


Congress in Washington and Chicago, Pres- 
ident Dinz also announced the receipt of the 
2,177 premiums awarded Mexican exhibiters 
at the World’s Fair. On the silver question 
President Diaz says:

That would be 
worte than a disastrous drop to a mono- 
metallic basis and 50-cent dollars, for the shin- 
plasters might be worth only a nickel, 
Another gathering is to be held at Washing- 
ton on a later day~on the 20th of April. It 
is to be a monster convention of 10,000 del- 
egates, all of whom are to be . workingmen. 
This convention is called by the Working- 
men’s Protective Tariff League of Philadel- 


phia, assisted by the Workingmen’s Protect: 


ive Tariff Association of Germantown, Pa. 
The object is to prepare a resolution and me- 
morial asking the Senate not to pass the Wil- 
son bill which comes up for consideration in 
that body today. It is believed that this gath- 
ering will large one. The industrious 
workingmefh of Philadelphia and neighboring 
places in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New 
York, etc., will be there to make their wants 
8 the Senate. 

These workingmen are not going to Wash- 
ington on any revolutionary errand. They do 
not want to upsets the currency or anything 
else. They are eminently conservative. They 
want the thirty-year-old policy of the govern- 
ment as regards the efficient protection of 


American industries to remain unchanged so 


that their employment may be constant and 
their wages good. The evident intention of 
Congress to substitute low protection for the 
existing law has had consequences which have 
not been pleasant for these workingmen. They 
have been pinched for nearly a year. They 
believe the stress and strain of hard times 
would stop if Congress would drop the Wilson 
bill. They beliefe that if it is enacted low 
wages and scarcity of work will be permanent 
Pstitutions. Hence they have decided to ap 
peal to their lawmakers for relief. 

The good wishes of about a million work- 
ingmen who are now out of work because 
employers have discounted the effect of the 
Wilson bill will be with the delegates to this 
convention, The unemployed will pray that 
Congress will listen to their moderate reason- 
able petition and not carry through a revolu- 
tionary and destructive policy embodied in 
the Wilson bill. The spectacle of these 
Céxeyites appealing for shinplasters which, 
like fairy money, would be little if any better 
thun dry leaves when they got them excites 
The sight of thousands of 
intelligent industrious workmgmen, the 
heads of families and the owners of homes, 


appealing to Congress not to impoverish+« 


them, but to let them keep their old wages 
and work on uninterruptedly at their trades, 
which can be done so easily by declinmg to 
repeal the protection iaws which have made 
them comfortable and cuntented, ought to 
provoke the profoundest sympathy. 


THE NEW ‘GHINESE TREATY. 

There now seems to be no doubt that the 
new Chinese treaty will be ratified py the 
Senate. Senator Morgan, Chairman of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, has given 
notice that he will move early this week to 
take the treaty up for action. In this connec- 
tion he makes tho foliowing strong point as 
to the probable commercial! results: Its rat- 
ification will insure an improvement in our 
relations with China and I am sure increase 
our commerce with the people of that coun- 
try, which, considering their num ber, is an 
important desideratum. They are capable of 
consuming a large portion of the prodacts of 
this country, and if the present treaty is ac- 
cepted by this country it will go a long way 
toward disposing of the objections of the 
Chinese to trade with us.“ It is still more 
suggestive.of the success of the treaty that 
Representative Geary of California, the 
author of the Geary restriction law, has come 
out in approval of it. He does not agree with 
those who have argued that it amounts to an 
abrogation of the Geary law and is inclined 
to view with great satisfaction its recognition 
of the registration principle, which is the 
salient feature of his la w. Mr. Geary says. 


While 1 believe that such laws ate justified by 
the spifit and letter of the old treaties, yet it is. 
idie to ignore the fact that through all our at- 


tempts at legislating upon the Chinese question 


we have incurred the hostility of a very large 
number of peaple in the East, who look upon all 
Chinese legislation asin bad faith, because, as 
violative of the treaties between this — 34 
and China. The proposed treaty is an advanée 
on the present one in that it allows the total pro- 
hibition of Chinese emigration, while thé present 
treaty provides oniy for its suspension. The 
inuch-abused egos | system is recognized at 
lasteven by the Chinese Govetüment. This: is 
also a gain for us, for when the Chinese 
this mode of identification their ove 
friends have no cause to complain. 

This hearty indorsement of the treaty by 
Representative Geary, the leader of the anti. 
Chinese sentiment, will undoubtedly reflect 
the sentiment of the people on the Pacific 
siope, To all intents and purposes it retains 
the present restrictive feature of the law and

All the senti- 
mental opposition which has been made in 
the East to the restriction laws will be silenced 
by the acceptance of the treaty by China it- 
self. If it does not make the two nations 
any stronger friendit will at least strengthen 
their peaceful relations and tend to stimulate 
and develop commerce. The Senate should 
ratify the treaty without delay. 


THE COXEY CRANK MOVEMENT. 

It is difficult to understand what Cokey or 
any of the men who are marching to Wash- 
ington at his command expect to gain by the 
movement. Ostensibly they go to demand 
the issue of 500 million dollars of paper 
„ money,“ the same to be paid out for the 
improvement of roads, but they cannot hope 
to get it. However desirable it may be that 
thé roads of the country be put in good condi- 
tion it is not to be accomplished in that way. 
The veople of the United States do not want 
to incur an indebtedness of half a billion dol. 
jars additional to what they are carrying now, 


/and if they did not guarantee the redemption 


of the paper money it would not go far in 
paying for rced-making or road-mending. 

The Populists of the South and Southwest, 
and the men from other sections who com- 
pose the army that is marching on Wash- 
ington, seem to have but a very hazy idea of 
what it is that constitutes real money.“ 
They fancy that there is something abouta 
government that gives it a power not pos- 
sessed by the individual or commercial com- 
pany, the checks of which would not be ac- 
cepted in payment unless there were reason- 
able assurauce they would be honored at the 
bank on presentation. They think, or pre- 
tend to think, that pieces of. paper purporting 
to be a certain number of dollars would pass 
as money and be.taken freely in exchange 
for labor or the products of labor, But 
that is a grave mistake, and has 
been proven 80 in the history of 
several countries. Equally it has been dem- 
onstrated that the said pieces of paper sink in 
value if based on property which is not avail- 
able for immediate redemption of the paper 
when that is desired. Nobody supposed that 
the paper promises of the United States that 
were in circulation thirty years ago would not 
be redeemed some time. But because people 
could not get the specie for them then the 
paper sold at one time at the rate of $2.85 in 
paper for each dollar in gold, and the bills did 
not rise to par till near the close of 1878, at 
the expiration of which year the government 
resumed specie payments. Unless such re- 
sumption had been provided for the bills 
would not have risen to par, and if no re- 
dem ption at all had been provided they would 
have been worth nothing ere this. 

The law properly forbids the issue of bank 
notes by a corporation withéut the deposit of 
adequate security for the redemption of its 
notes. This is necessary to prevent the holder 
from losing by the notes through being 
obliged to part with them for less than they 
cost him, or for nothing at all, the latter 
being the inevitable consequence of holding 
notes when it was discovered that there was 
no fund with whieh to redeem them. This 
provision of law is necessary to protect the 
many citizens from being cheated by a few. 
It is eqtially necessary to the good of the com- 
munity that a government should abstain 
from issuing notes based on nothing more 


3 substantial than the statement that they were 


money and not claiming to have redemption 
provided for them. So the kind of money 
clamored for by the Populist element 
could not be issued without great detriment 
to the people as a whole, and a majority of 


our lawmakers are aware of that fact. Hence 


that kind of money cannot be issued at the 
request or demand of the men who now are 
marching towards Washington. But neither 
are the lawmakers willing to increase by bor 
roving the gold reserve up to a magnitude 


that would be necessary to protect the issue 


asked for. Many. of them are protesting 
agu inst the proposition to give the Secretary 
of the Treasury authority to borrow in case 
it be deemed needful to do so in order to keep 
our present stock of money at par. Hence it 
is not to be expected that they would vote to 
secure the vastly greater load, and especially 
not at a time When many millions of dollars 
are lying idle for want of profitable employ- 
ment. 

So the men who are following Coxey and 
Carl Browne will not gain their point either 
way. They will have their travel for their 
pains, and the farther they travel the more 
pains will fall to their lot. If they were wise 
men they would not have taken the road to 
Washington. If they could geta little touch 
of wisdorh now they would disband at once, 
and such of them as want work would get it 
as soon as possible, leaving the rest to live on 
their witsas before, The tramp under the 
lead of Coxey is nothing better than the worst 
kind of a wild goose chase. It should be so 
designated by the press of the country, and so 
treated by every well meaning citizen slong 
the line of march. 


THE BI-FUELIST CONTROVERSY. 

There was a time, not many centuries ago, 
when the use of coal as a fuel was unknown. 
People burned wood when they could get it. 
Then somebody discovered that coal would 
burn, and gradually it came into great favor. 
Very many people preferred the coal to wood, 
and refused to make themselves warm by 
combustion of the latter. Coal was looked 
upon as +o much superior to wood that all 
the iron furnaces, the fire boxes for making 
Bteam in boilers, aud the stoves and grates in 
dwellings were changed so as to burn coal 
only. In consequence of this change, which 
generally was deemed a great improvement, 


us otherwise it would not have been made, 


numerous wood sawyers and choppers were 
thrown out of. employment and forced to 
seek work in the mining of coal or other avo- 
cations. 

Things went along pleasantly enough for 
several years on the new order of things. 
Even the men who had made it their business 
to prepare wood for use as fuel and sell it had 
to admit that the new plan was far better 
than the old, and most of them manifested an 
individual preference for coal as compared 
with wood for their own consumption. But 
after awhile a few of them raised the cry that 
they were being ruined by the unfair discrim- 
ination against them and their product. They 
demanded a bi-fuel arrangement, under which 
people would be forced to use wood for fuel, 
whether they wished it or not. They insisted 
onthis asa natural right for wood, that the 
fact of its being employed as fuel for so many 
centuries conferred on it a constitutional po- 
sition ia the fireplace, and that all who did not 
concede this ought to be treated as public en- 


emies, coal bugs, extornoners, and thieves, 


They even went 80 far as to demand that all 
who had made contracts to supply consumers 
with coal in stated quantities at some future 
times should ha ve the right to HH their con- 
tracts by the delivery of as much wood as could 


be made ready lies the 1 at bbout half 
the expenditure of labor required to mine the 
coaland place it on the market. They de- 


clared themselves ready to fight for this priv- a 
lege for themselves and all others who might | 


wish to a vall tliemsel ves of it, even though they 
had to wade in blood up to the bridles of 
the horses. A few proposed to start a sepa- 
rate government, under which nothing but 
wood and paper should be allowed to be used 
as fuel, and these foolish fellows were the 
most loud in claiming to be bi-fuelists, in 
favor of both wood and coal. 

In one country the clamor of these men 
was so far yielded to by the government that 
it undertook to purchase each month 4,500,- 
000 pieces of firewood, cut to stove length. 
The wood was piled up at the national capital, 
because the people did not want to use it, and 
the result was that the big accumulation 
caused a further drop in the price. of fre- 
wood, everybody waiting for the price to be 
beaten down by the offering of this surplus 
on the market. Seeing the utter. futility of 
the measure the purchases were stopped, but 
this only made the self-alleged bi-fuelists 
madder than ever, and they called conven- 
tions to demand that.the rest of the people be 
compelled to burn wood, whether they wanted 
to or not, It did nogood to point out to them 
that coal was preferable to wood, and that the 
latter was not wanted except when cut up 
into small pieces for kindling. They howled 
all the harder, and at latest accounts had re- 
solved to drop everything else in the shape of 
political issues for the purpose of concentrat- 
ing their efforts on the one object‘of return- 
ing to Congress at the next election Repre- 
sentatives who would vote for wood asagainst 
coal, though professing to want to give the 
latter an equal chance, They were organiz- 
ing for what they believed to be a grand 
“*Wood-Dp Quickgtep,”’ the music to be fur- 
nished by themselves and danced to by the 
whole people, with the further coniition that 
the music must be paid for royally by the 
folks who joined in what would be for them 
a financial “dance of death.” | 

It any reader should fancy he sees in this 
account of the bi-fuelist movement a parallel 
to the agitation for the free coinage of silver 
atan impossible ratio he will do well to ask 
himself if the one is not about as senseless as 
the other, equally absurd, unjust, andjimprac- 
ticable. There is no more reason why the 
people of the United States should be forced 
to use silver if they do not want it on-the 
terms proposed than why they should be com- 
pelled to burn wood instead of coal for fuél 
or to light up their dwellings with the old- 
fashioned tallow dips when they prefer gas 
or electricity.

The 
most notable triumph of the Liberals was in 
Berwickshire, where an enthusiastic young

- party, who is rather Whiggish in his tenden- 


cies. The Tories put forward their best man 
here, a local Tory landlord, a member of the 
Balfour family, who has been assiduously 
nursing the constituency for several years. 
He won the support of the liquor dealers. of 
the ministers of the Scotch Church, and was, 
of course, loyally supported by his fellow. 
Squires. His opponent was not known in 
the constituency, but as he went in for the 
full Radical program he was elected by a ma- 
jority of 567 in a total of less than 5,000 
votes. There are two other elections to be 
fought out Monday and Tuesday. In one of 
the constituencies the Liberals had only 182 
to spare at the last election; in the other the 
Liberals have to overcome a Tory majority 
of 1,200. If the ministerial candidates win 
in both places the Rosebery government will 
have a new mandate from the people to push 
the Radical ‘progam vigorously.

SOUTHERN OPINIONS OF THE VETO. 

The leading papers published in the South- 
ern States are disposed to accord to President 
Cleveland the eburage of his convictions in 
his veto of the Bland bill, though they differ 
widely as to the advisability of his conduct. 
The Louisville Courier-Journal thinks the 
measure was not one of such grave importance 
as the President seemed to suppose, but says 
public opinion has attached to it such a 
fictitious importance that in the present nerv. 
ous condition of the courtry it was well to put 
the bill out of the way. “If the country had 
not passed through its recent ordeal and «were 
in its normal condition the Bland bill, how- 
ever objectionable it may be in principle, 
would be harmless in operation, but there 
is little doubt that the signing of the bill by 
the President would have resulted injuriously 
under such conditions.“ The C.-J.. wisely 
adds that if the Democratic majority in Con- 
gress is determined to still further weaken its 
position before the country it will send a free 
coinage biil to the President for another veto. 

The St. Louis Republic thanks Mr. Cleve- 
land for his candor in giving a veto without a 
subterfuge, but says he has made a political 
blunder and fallen short of the measure of 
true statesmanship. He has done what wiil 
cause the results he is so anxious to avoid. 
He has strained to breaking the cohesion of 
his party. It concedes that the President is 
right in holding that he is bound to preserve 
the parity of thé two dollars, but says there is 
nothing in the message to prove that the coin- 
age of the bullion would endanger the parity, 
and adds: ‘‘ Comparing the resources of this 
country with those of the continental Euro- 
pean countries and our silver circulation with 
theirs, and their ratio values silver higher 
than ours, it would rather seem that we could 
float ten or twenty times the amount of the 
bullion.” 

The Memphis Appeal-Avalanche says Mr. 
Cleveland is not inclined to try any experi- 


ments, and therefore with due consistency 


‘*he forces the country absolutely to a unit of 
value.“ He does not believe the country can 
digest any more silver, and presents the rea- 
sons clearly. Cleveland previously had put 
his party on the road to free ttade and home 
rfile, and now he has undertaken to direct it

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


There was no mistaking the sympathies of 
the audience before which “A Milk White Flag 
was unfuried. The Grand Opera-House has held 
equally enthusiastic assemblages before, but 
only when others of Charles H. Hoyt's plays were 
having their first renderings in Chicago. “A 
Milk White Flag” is a broad step from “A 
Temperance Town in the direction of A Trip to 
Chinatown, but with the added novelty of com- 
dining happy, entertaining foolery with the keen, 
piercing satire of A Texas Steer.“ Satire in in- 
experienced hands is a dangerous weapon. It 
is a two-edged sword which either cuts 
too deeply where it strikes or, missing its mark, 
falls flats. Mr. Hoyt. however, is an adept in its 
use, and when in the new piece he flings his bolts 
of ridicule at the eitisen soldier as represented 
by the National Guard it is good fun which brings 
out a hearty laugh without causing a frown. 

The first act of the piece—its author calls it “a 
compromise between a light opera and a farce” 
—discovers the officers’ quarters of the Ransome 
Guards, banded together to avoid jury duty and 
learn dancing. Incidents come faster than bail- 
stones in a summer shower, all aiming sbarply 
atthe unwarlike spirit of thé play soldiers, whose 
Colonel, Christian Berriel. a retited: coal mer- 
chant, occupies his position because of his re- 
semblance to Napoleon. But consternation soon 
reigns, for it is ledrned that a rival company has 
had the rare fortune to lose a member by death, 
which affords ah opportunity for a brilliant 
funeral pageant. The Ransome Guards must 
have a funeral at any cost. It happens that a 
railroad contractor has entered into a ebn- 
Spiracy with an undertaker (who is a 
Lieutenant in the guards) to feign death, and thus 
to escape punishment for financial crookedness. 
The Ransome Guards hear of his demise, elect 
him a member of their company, buy his re- 
mains, and prepare to outdo their rivals. Upon 
this framework is supported the material for an 
evening of sidesplitting laughter. The criticism 
has been passed that death is too serious a mat- 
ter to bo trifled with. Precisely so if there were 
death, but in this case there is none and. Mr. 
Hoyt takes occasion at short intervals to intro- 
duce the supposed departed. Mr. Hoyt’s farces 
cannot exist without the widow and the one 
contained in “A Mik White Flag” outdoes in 
piquancy and chic any of her predecessors, The 
role was admirably played by Isabelle Coe. But 
to the widow's intense disgust—she had already 


.become betrothed to the Colonel-—the supposed 


corpse shows decided animation when its face is 


painted black by a dancing master who has 


been drummed from the armery and who thus 
takes revenge on his company, Then there 
are a succession of divorces and an 
end of it all. Mr. Hoyt has 
his: feminine element in a novel and 
graceful fashion. They ire in the character. of 
vivandieres, the drum corps, messenger boys, and 
soldiers of the guard. ‘The play is in three acts, 
of which the first, the officers’ quarters of the 
armory, was the best. The second was the home 
of the “ widow,” with the animate corpse in the 
next room in conspiracy with the undertaker. 
Here were introduced the greater portion of the 
musical features, which perhaps were not diluted 
with action enough to keep them from becoming 
in a degree wearisome. The third act, the 
grand hall.of the armory, was a truly sumptuous 
setting. The rush of mirth-provoking incidents 
hinging upon the unexpseted return of the sup- 
posed dead tp life and the frustration of the 
Ransome Guards funeral was sustained to the 
last. The music was bright and attractive, al- 
though less striking than that in Chinatown.” 
The ensemble was exceptionally good and 
the song selections, to whieh all the 
cast contribated, were well done. 
The chafacters, which included the Coleasi, Ma- 
jor, Judge Advocate, Surgeon, Bandmiaster, and 
the single private (a hired man), the officer of the 
regular army, the widow and her daughter, were 
all humorously drawn and furnished the sinew 
of the humor of the piece. The company, which

Will Not Agree to Men's Terms. 
Loxpox., April 1.—In an interview the 
secretary of the English syndicate of St. 
Louis breweries said he did not think the

The union, 
he said, had not been able, nor would it ever 
be able, to coerce the managers of the brew- 
eries into treating with them. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 1.— [Special. — 
Robert Milburn of the English brewery syn- 
dicate has returned an adverse answer to the 
proposition made by representatives of the 
local brewery ¢mployés’unions for a séttle- 
ment of the trouble between these unions and 
the syndicate breweries. This morning’s mail 
brought to H. B. Martin and J. A. Wright of 
the General Executive Board of the Knights 
of Labor a letter from Mr. Milburn refusing 
to agree to the proposition submitted and of- 
fering, if the Knights would waive two of the 
points in that proposition, to meet with them 
to discuss the remainder. Said Mr. Martin, 
in reciting the conclusion of the negotiations: 

We met Mr. Milburn and explained to him that 
two of the leading breweries of St. Louis had 
agreed to our proposition, and ail we asked 
was that the syndicate breweries do the same. 
Wo did not desire to put the syndicate breweries 
at any disadvantage at all. Mr. Milburn said 
that he would lay our proposition before the peo- 
ple here and see what could be done. At that in- 
terview we réceived a letter informing’ us that if 


agreement with the other breweries and thus 
give his syndicate an advantage over the other 
concerns he would agree to meet with us and 
confer upon the other points involved. This was 
practically asking us to discriminate against our - 
friends and in favor of our opponents.

SOLDIER TORTURED TO DEATH? 


Italian Officers at Padua Accused of Ter- 
ribly Abusing a Bick Man. 

Berri, April 81.—The Frankfort Gazette 
publishes a story of abominable cruelty prac- 
ticed on.a soldier at Padua, Italy. Accord- 
ing to the Gazette a recruit named Evangelis- 
ta Feported himself as ill. His superior of. 
ficer thought, or at least pretended to think, 
that he was shamming illness as an excuse to 
escape a riding exercise. Evangelista was 
ordered to report at the riding school and he 
staggered there in obedience to the or- 
der. He declared he was so weak 
that he could not mount his horse. but his 
officers whipped him until he tried three times 
to mount. Each time he fell to the ground 
exhausted. As he was lying on the ground a 
horse was brought up and teased into kicking 
the prostrate recruit. Then the officers threw 
buckets of water over him. The officers pro- 
cured a rope and this was tie to the arms of 
Evangelista. Then he was bumped up and 
down and otherwise maltreated until he ap- 
peared to bedead. The officers caused him 
to be dragged by the heels to the barracks. 
Evangelista died the same night.

Rio Jayzrno, Brazil, via Galveston, Tex., 
April 1.—[{Copyright, 1894, by James Gor- 
don Bennett. }—The British and Italian Min- 
isters here have sent to Washington a request 
that Secretary Gresham should instruct Min- 
ister Thompson to join in their petition to 
Brazil asking her to withdraw her demand 
upon Portugal with regard to the landing of 
the rebel refugees now on board the Portu- 
guese men-of-war Albuquerque and Mindello 
at Montevideo. 

They received a reply that President Cleve- 
land considered there was no good ground 
for the request; that Admiral da Gama 
and his officers have been engaged 
in a. conspiracy to overthrow the 
legally constituted anthorities and must be 
regarded as ordinary rebels without political 
standing. This decision proved highly grati- 
fying to the Brazilian Government and France 
and Germany have sent similar refusals t in- 
terfere in Da Gama’s behalf. 

Portugal now asks that the refugees be al- 
lowed asyium on shore until the revolt is over 
in the South. Brazil replies that the question 
at issue is whether she has or has not thé 
right to demand the delivery of these rebels 
on a guarantee that they shail have a legal

Gen. Saravia’s command had embarked at 
Parangua, in the State of Panama, on four 
transports, and with Republica as escort had 
sailed south for Rio Grande City. 

President Peixoto has 1,000 troops in 
Pelotas, twenty miles north of Rio Grande; 
800 more in Rio Grande, and 1,500 in Yugu- 
aron. The Rio Grande Harbor bar is well 
fortified, and as the channel is shallow it is 
doubtful if the rebel ships can enter. Revo- 
lutienist sympathizers in Rio have little hope 
for the cause. 

It is reported that Gen. Saravia’s pickets 
were advancing from Itarare toward Santos 
when they learned of the surrender of Ad- 
miral da Gama in Rio Bay. This news, to- 
gether with the approach of a body of Preai- 
dent Peixoto’s troops, caused Saravia to re- 
treat. 

The reported purpose of Sefior Ruy Bar- 
bosa to go to Europeas the spokesman and 
agent of the provisional government is re- 
gurded in Rio as significant of the speedy col- 
lapse of the revolt. Admiral Mello, it is said, 
hasgabled to Europe assurance of his condi- 
tion and ability to prolong the fight, but it is 
difficult to imagine how he can do so long un- 
less liberal sums of money are contributed 
from somewhere outside of Brazil.

More Animation in the Produce Markets 
All Eyes Bent on the Crop Conditions= 
A Flood of Reports of Damage to 
Winter Wheat Shorts Cover and a Sharp 
Advance Ensues=Foreign Markets Af- 
ford Little Encouragement to Holders 
Big Stocks Still a Factor. 


In security markets the feature of the week 
has been the foreign buying of American 
stocks. Loudon has changed front and in- 
stead of selling stocks indiscriminately is buy- 
ing. This movement has given tone to the 
New York stock market and is aiding in the 
general restoration of confidence. The effect 
of the change of sentiment abroad was 
promptly reflected in the market for sterling 
exchange. The supply of commercial bills 
for some time has been light, and ster- 
ling quotations have been ranging 
at just below the gold export 
The influx of arbitrage bills resulting 
from purchases of American securities forced 
rates down to such a point that there is no profit 
in or or prospects of gold shipments. Most of 
the stocks picked up for London account have 
been of the low priced non- interest bearing class, 
suggesting speculation.

Street Accepts This as a Safe Theory, 
and Stocks Go Up—Advices, Such as 
They Are, Warrant the Bull Leaders in 
Taking Self-Congratulatory Measures 
European Orders Are Delusions.

insist that we have heard the last of silver | aga 
agitation, and that they regard as a big gain 


for the cheerful side of affairs. -But their 
chief jubilation is in the claim that the silver 
veto kills the tariff-tinkering chances. Wall 
street is evidently disposed to accept this as a 
safe theory, and stocks have been going up all 
the week. Advices have not, by any means, 
been tremendous, but they are sub- 
stantial enough to warrant the bull 
leaders in self-congratulation. Trust- 
worthy news from Washington, received inde- 
pendent of stock speculation influences, does 
not quite bear out all he cheering prognosti- 
cations of the authorities, so sure of the end 
of silverite work and so certain of the dis- 
posal of the tariff bill. : 

The bull theory that the silver crowd has 
learned that it is beaten for good and all 
does not correspond with the statements made 
by the leaders of the silver agitators them- 
selves, and the theory that the 53 
silver crew can be counted on 
turn in aud vate en masse e.

Plays of Speculators. 

These so-called European orders are merely 
the plays of Wali street speculators, who 
chose to try to affect sentiment by 1 
attention to the apparent interest sudd 
manifested in our stock market by Lo 
and Paris. Ali the forms are gone —.— 
Cabling is cheap these days. It is hot so dif- 


ficult or so expensive as it used to be to wire 


to London orders to be cabled back here ſor 
execution. When a certain pool accoumt was 


closed last year its managers turned in vouch- 


ers for $12,000 of cables and telegrams. 
Fully half of the recent selling orders in Uhi- 
cago for Chicago Gas account originated in 
Wall street offices and were telegraphed from 
here to Chicago to be later given out over the 
wires thous * Cltanied. Somebody ambitious 
to produce a novelty ought to invent some 
Wall street fashion that has not bunko in it. 

These new and much hippodromed * Lon- 
don purchases ’”’ are in the novelty line. Com- 
mercial reports generally show some im- 
provement in trade. But so long as the tariff 
threats hang over the country no important 
interests are going to assume many new re- 
sponsibilities or undertake new risks of any 
sort. One big bull factor is in the stock mar- 
ket situation. Securities are firmly held. 
They have drifted into strong hands. Wall 
street is not now carrying the railrvads of the 
country on margin in brokers’ offices. This 
is new in Wail street’s recent history. For- 
merly—and up to a year ago—it was possible 
to make a canvass of Wall street brokers and 
get enough proxies to control almost any rail- 
road in the country. Some of the handsomest 
perquisites that brokers enjoyed came from 
the sale of such proxies on speculative cus- 
tomers’ stocks. All that has gone out of fashion. 
Stocks have gone out of the brokerage shops. 
Holders have taken up their stecks. When 
the panic came, the average stock exchange 
broker was quick to serve notice on customers 
that stocks must be lifted out of slim margin 
accounts. Every man who could do so paid 
for his holdings and took bis stuff home. 


Will Try to Get Even. 


It is seldom that a man making a loss in a 
stock is inclined to * up his venture — the 
eutsider, 1 mean. Thus it is that stocks rep- 
resenting enormous shrinkage in market 
value are now out of Wall street and scattered 
all over the country. Their holders have them 
paid for, and are resolve | to hold on till at least 
there comesa chance to get out even. On 
this account it is difficult, almost to the point 
of impossibility, for bear operators to bring 
out stocks, however much: they hammer. 
People who have owned and carried stocks 
through the distressing conditions of the last 
eight or ten months are hardly likely now to 
see any new reason to be scared. y hold 
on. They are waiting fora good deal hand. 
somer prices than any now in sight. Itis to 
be borne in mind, too, that all the rich 
bargain-hunters of the country have 
been alert ever since the panic 
swept down on us, and stocks have been 
dumped into their strong boxes by the bale. 
Factors like these are natural influences on 
the bull side. It is idle to underestimate 
them. They cannot be ignored; Commission 
houses are undeniably doing a better bus - 
ness now than for a. long time past. I have 
talked with a score.or more of the leading 
men of that character within the last few days 
and, without exception, they take cheerful 
views of the outlook. 

William J. Browell, who is. representative 
of a gilt-edged investing contingent, tells me 
that the demand for good investment bonds 
is enormous and grows continually. In this 
fact, as Mr. Broweil points out, and as other 
high authorities nares there is reason for a 
largé measure of hopefulness for the stock 
market—for never yet was there a big bond 
buying movement that did not lead up to a 
corresponding boom in ‘stocks. The bears 
there are still bears, though they donot do 
much talkmg just now—are 
waiting game. They do not take much stock 
in the ra::road traffic reports we have been 
getting lately, showing tremendous decreases 
in operating expenses. They believe these 
statements reflect clever bookkeeping more 
than anything else. On this theory the big- 
ger bears have been holding aloof from the 
market except by bits and starts. The first 
week a crop of bad net earnings — along 
they will be active enough.

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MARYLAND BRACE TRACK CONTEST. 
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Otie Day More in Which to Pass the Anti- 
Poot Bill. 

Anyapouis, Md., April 1. — [Special.|— 
The contest over the anti-pool selling bill gets 
hotter as the time for the final adjournmert 
of the Legislature draws near. The lobbyists 
in the interest of the Jersey race track people 
seem to exercise sufficient influence with a 
majority of the members of the House to pre- 
vent the final passage of the bill.

The race-track men who have been 
putting up the money to defeat the bill today 
refused to supply the lobby with any more 
cash unless a guarantee was signed assuring 
the defeat of the measure. The Law and Or- 
der League of Baltimore threatens to bilack- 
list the members who fail to vote for the bill. 
Cardinal Gibbons has written a strong letter 
urging the passage of the law. He expresses 
the earnest hope that the question may be so 
decided as to relieve our legislative bodies 
=e painful and, he trusts, unfounded sus-
